N the mean time Frederick had réturned to his native city; 
with a total alteration in his manners and principles. Steady 
to the vow he had formed, to repair and expiate the errors of his 
youth, he refolved, if poffible, totake fhelter under his father’s 
roof, But he was unwilling tocome befofe his fatherin the 
chara&er of a guilty, though a repentant fon; although he 
might have flattered himfelf, perhaps, with obtaining favour ia 
his eyes, who had not himfelf been a witnefs to his irtegulari- 
ties. Ludovicus, however, (for that was the name he had af- 
famed) was lefs apprehenfive of being pardoned, than of mes 
titing his pardon. He withed to prove by actions that his heare 
_ was changed, and to have unqueftionable rights to the clemency 
of his father. 

As Frederick was removed from his father’s houfe while an 
infant, he could not poflibly be known by him. This circum- 
ftance was favourable to his views, and he neglected nothing to 
render them fuccefsful. Having made commerce, as I ob- 
ferved before, his particular ftudy, he had acquired a reputation 
as an excellent accountant, under the name he had affumed ; 
and being recommended from town to towns he had the good 
fortune to be accepted by Florio, who had occafion for a clerk, 
Ludovicus was delighted with this happy accident: But 1 have 
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already faid that Honorius and Florio lived together, and it was 
not without trembling that.he firit fet foot. in their houfe, 
Such, however, was the reception he met with, that his heart 
was focn at eafe, He was handfome and genteel, of a pleafing 
addrefs, and engaging countenance, An excellent underftand. 
ing was foon con{picuous, with abilities equal to the moft diffi- 
cult affairs, Opportunities too occurred, in which his integrity, 
unknown to him, was put to the proof, and remained inviolate. 
His fenfibility was manifefted on feveral occafions; and the de- 
licacy of his fentiments was ever more apparent in his actions 
than in his converfation. ‘Thefe excellent qualities foon gained 
him the efleem of his two mafters; and that efteem was foon 
ripened into friendfhip. 

But his canduét, while.it obtained the efteem of Honorius, 
renewed his paternal forrows. He compared this excellent 
youth with the inconfiderate fon he had loft, and burft into 
tears, Habituated now to open his whole heart to Ludovicus, 
he one day mentioned to him this inexhauflible fource of grief: 
* Alas! my dear friend,” faid he, ** my life alone can termi- 
n‘ate my grief, Thad oncea fon—but all fathers are not fore 
tunate. You tel] me that you lament the lofs of an affectionate 
father. Ovcroel fingalarity of fare! That father is no more, 
who might have rejoiced to behold the virtues of tuch 3 fon— 
and I—TI, alas! fil live.” At thefe words he affectionately - 
prefied his, band, and bedewed, it with his tears. ‘The emotions 
of Ludovicus-may be better conceived than defcribed, With 
difficulty could he keep his fecret ; buthe was afraid of lofing 
ali his.merit by an. untimely difcovery ; and he did not think 
that he had yet deferved forgivenefs. 

In the mean time, the affairs of the two friends turned ont 
more profperoully ever fince Ludovicus had entered into their 
fervices ; and they were too generous to conceal from, him, that 
it was owing to his. management. ‘They even thought it their 
duty to reward his fervices, and admitted him into partnerfhip. 
This favour flattered Ludovicus, not fo much as a means of ade 
vancement, asa teilimony and.token of a friendfhip that was

perma een afier the ill-health. of Honorius alarmed all.his 
tencesnefs, and placed his fenfibiljty in the malt endearing 
jight. Every moment that he was not obiiged to give to the 
counting-houle,.he attenced nepr biy father’s bed. Pretending 
he underftood icmething of .phyfic, he prepared himielf all the 
medicines which had been ordeied, and would fuffer no one elle 
to adminifler them., He attended his father every day ; he 
waiched dim in the night; and had this indiipofuion lated 
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long, he moft have been taken ill himfelf with, fatigue and 
grief. ‘This tender behaviour could not but augment.the af- 
feélion of Honorivs, who would fcarce allow him to, leave hima 
moment. Sometimes he would affectionately regard him, and 
exclaim, * Alas! why did not Heaven allow me to be your 
father?” He would relate the mifconduét of his fon. This 
relation punifhed and aflifted Ludovicus; but the demonftra- 
tions of friendfhip that accompanied it foon confoled him. 
How often was he mpon the point of difcovering himfelf ! but 
fear as often reftrained him. ‘* No,” faid he, * let me re- 
main what I am, fince I am thus happy, and why fhould i recall 
what I have been, when I would fain forget it myfelf? I have 
the efteem and friendfhip of my fathers and why fhould I ha- 
zard both? lLudovicus is efteemed and beloved: Frederick, 
perhaps, would be hated.” 

He continued to confole himfelf for the chagrin of not being 
able to call Honorius his father, by paying him all the duties of 
afon. Such was the life he led; a peaceful and religned life, 
which his heart preferred to all the giddy and tumultuous days 
which had rendered him fo culpable, 

But his heart, although changed, was not become infenfible. 
Ludovicus faw and converfed too often with Marianne, not to 
be captivated by fuch an aflemblape of bodily and mental 
charms. He had endeavoured to ftifle this paffion in its in- 
fancy ; but how vain was the attempt, when he was obliged to 
behold the objeft that could rekiadle it at a fingle glance! Be 
fides, not only the con{cioufnefs of what he really was contri- 
bated to embolden him, but Florio had often givea him to un- 
derftand, that he thould not be difpleafed to find him agreeable 
to his daughter. ‘This was futlicieat to encourage a heart lefs 
tender than Ludovicus’s, and he accordingly iidalget the de- 
lightful idea that fuch a pafion and uch an obje@ coald infpire. 
But Ludovieus, that audactous conqueror, with whom a decla- 
ration of love was once a jeit, could now fcarce permit evea his 
looks to fpeak. ‘Fhey were expreflive enough, however, to be 
underftood, andtimid enouzh to be interetting. On the other 
hand, his amiable manners aod various accomplifhments, not to 
mention his excellent characler, and the high ellimation in 
which he was held by her father, could not fail to make fome 
impreffion on the tender heart of Marianne. Ia a word, Ludo 
vicus foon obtained the avowal of a love, which periaps he had 
inipised before he bad ventured to declare his owa. 

I fhould here obferve, that the two fathers had, many years 
before, formed the idea of cementing their friendfhip by the 
marriage of their childreon. But the mifconduct or Frederick, 
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his difgraceful flight, and fappofed death, had long deftroyed 
this once favourite idea. One day then, Florio, after a con- 
fultation with Honorius, fent for Ludovicus, and offered him his 
daughter. The happy lover accepted the offer with tranfports 
of gratitude and joy. Some days after, when the notary and 
witneffes were aflembled to fee the contract figned, Ludovicus 
found that he could no longer preferve his fecret, and he trem- 
bled at the idea. Never had he been in fach a fituation of ter- 
ror and apprehenfion. His embarraffment was too vifible not 
to be remarked. Thetwofathers enquired thecaufe, **Oh, 
my benefactors, ” faid the fappofed Ludovicus, ‘* can you for- 
give this appearance of diftrefs in the happieft moment of my 
life ? But a confent is ftill wanting to my happinefs.— «* What 
confent !”’ exclaimed Honorius, ** you have no father! **I know 
not, Sir,” anfwered Ludovicus, throwing himfelf at his feet, 
*« whether I have yet a father ; you alone can refolve it, Be- 
hold the guilty Frederick, who deferved your fevereft rigour. 
1 have long remained concealed, that I might expiate my faalts 
by unqueftionable penitence, You have feen me, not what I 
once was, but what I hape ever to be.” 

Imagine thefurprize, the joy, the tranfports of the fatber ! 
Imagine the happinefs of Florioand Marianne! Scenes like 
this, muft be imagined—they cannot be defcribed, Frederick 
was united to the charming Marianne ; the news of his refto- 
ration was communicated to the good uncle, who in the joy of 
his heart fettled his whole fortune upon him; and Frederick 
long lived an example of all the virtues that could refult from 
his heroic penitence, and of all the felicity that could arife from 
his union with fech a bride, 





Authentic Ancedotes of Alexander Selkirk. 
To the PRINTER of the WEEKLY ENTERTAINER, 
SIR, 


§ an erreneous and imperfect account of the life of this 
erfon has already appeared in the 1oth volume of your 
Entertainer [vide page 443], and the verfes therein faid to be 
by him were not his but the ingenious Mr. Cowper’s, you will 
lam perfuaded gratify your readers by inferting the following 
fummary of his Gngular adventure from thofe original narratives 
which ftill exift, and fome of which are only to be found in 


books not very commonly to be met with. I beg leave torcfer 
{uch 
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fuch of your readers, as may wifh to confult them, to Funnell’s 
** Voyage round the World,” Woodes Rogers’s ** Voyage round 
the World,” Edward Cooke’s ** Journal of Rogers’s Voyage,” 
and to No. XXVI_ of ‘* The Englithman,” by Sir Richard 
Steele, 

Alexander Selkirk was born at Largo, in the county of Fife, 
about the year 1676, and was bred a feamen. He went from 
England, in 1703, in the capacity of failing mafter of a {mall 
veffel called the Cinque Ports Galley, Charles Pickering, captain, 
burthen about go tons, with 16 guns and 63 men; and in 
September the fame year, failed from Cork, in company with 
another fhip, of 26 guns, and 120 men, called the St. George, 
commanded by that famous navigator, William Dampier, in- 
tending to cruize on the Spaniards in the South Sea. On the 
coaft of Brazil, Pickering died, and was fucceeded in his come 
mand by his lieutenant, Thomas Stradling. They proceeded 
on their voyage round Cape Horn, to the [fland of Juan Fer- 
nandez, whence they were driven by the appearance of two 
French fhips, of 56 ay each, and left five of Stradling’s men 
on fhore, who were taken off by the French. Hence they failed 
to the coaft of America, where Dampier and Stradling quarrelled, 
and feparated by agreement, on the 19th of May, 1704. 

In September following, Stradling came agaia to the ifland of 
Joan Fernandez, where Selkirk and his captain had a difference, 
which, with the circumftance of the fhip’s being leaky, and in 
a bad condition, induced him to determine on ftaying there 
alone ; but when his companions were about to depart, his refo- 
Jution was fhaken, and he defired to be taken on board again, 
Happily for him, the captain then refuled to admit him, aad he 
was obliged to remain, having nothing but his cloaths, bedding, 
a gun, and a {mall quantity of powder and ball ; a hatches, 
knife, and kettle ; his books, and mathematical and nautical 
inflruments. He kept up his fpirits tolerably, till he faw the 
veflel put off, when as he afterwards related) his heart yearned 
within him, and melted at parting with his comrades and all hue 
man fociety at once. 

6s Yet believe me Arcas, 
Such is the rooted love we bear mankind, 
All ruffians as they were, I never heard 
A found {fo difmal as their parting oars.”

The Cinque Ports was run on fhore a few months afterwards; 
the captain and crew, to fave their lives, furrendered themfelves 
: pr ifoners 
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prifoners to the. Spaniards, who treated them fo harfhiy, thae 
they were in a much worfe fituation than Selkirk, and continued 
jn it a much longer time. Some months after Selkirk left the 
South Sea in the Duke privateer, Captain Stradling was fent 
a prifoner to Europe on board a French fhip,‘and by that means 

at to England. 

Thus left fole monarch of the ifland, with plenty of the new 
ecffaries of life, he found himfelf in a fituation hardly fupport- 
able. He had fifh, goat’s fleh, turnips, and other vegetables ; 
yet he grew dejected, languid and melancholy, to fuch a degree, 
as to be fcarce able to refrain from doing violence to himfelf, 
Eighteen months paffed before he could, by reafoning, reading 
his Bible, and ftudy, be thoroughly reconciled to his condition, 
Atiength he grew happy, employing himfelf in decorating his 
huts, chaflng the goats, whom he equalled in fpeed, and fcarcely 
every failed of catching. He alfo tamed young kids, laming 
them to prevent their being wild ; and he kept a guard of tame 
cats about him, to defend him when afleep, from the rats, who 
were very troublefome. When his cloaths were worn out, he 

ade others of goats fkins, but could not fucceed in makin 
fhoes, which, however, habit, in time, enabled him to difpeats 
with the ufe of. His only liquor was water. He computed 
that he had caught 1000 poats during bis abode there ; of whom 
he had let go coo, after marking them by flitting their ears, 

Commodore Anlon’s people, who were thete about 30 years 
after, found the firft goat, which they fhot upon landing, was 
thus marked, and, as it appeared ta be very old, concluded that 
it had been under the power of Selkirk ; but ic appsars by 
Captain Carteret’s account of his voyage in the Swallow floop, 
that other perfons practifed shis mode of marking, as he found 
a goat with his ears thus flit on the neighDdouring ifland of Mase 
a fucra, where Selkirk never was. He made companions of his 
tame goats and cats, often dancing and finging with them. 
Though he conftantly periormed his devotions at ftated hours, 
and read aloud; yet, when he was taken off the ifland, his 
language, frcm diiufe of converiation, was become fcaicely 
intelligible. 

in this folitude he continued four years and four months, 
during which time only two incidents happened which he 
thought worth relating, the occurrences of every day being ia 
his cireumitances nearly fimilar. The one was, that, purfuing 
a goateagerly, he caught it juft on the ecge of a precipice, 
which was covered with buthes, fo chat he dig not perceive it, 
and he fell over to the bottom where he ley (according to Capte 
Rogers’s account) 24 hours fealelets 5 but, as iz related to Sig 
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R. Steele, he computed, by the alteration of the moon, that he 
had Isin three days. When he came to himfelf, he found the 
goat lying under him dead. It was witl great difficulty that 
he could crawl to his habitation, whence he was unable to flir for ' 
ten days, and did not recover of his bruifes for a long time. 
The other event was, the arrival of a fhip, which he at firft fap. 
pofed to be French: and fuch is the natural love of fociery 
in the human mind, that he was eager to abandon his folitary 
felicity, and furrendef him{elf to them, although enemies ; bar, 
upon their landing, approaching them, he found them to be 
Spaniards, of whom he had too great a dread to trut himéelf 
in their hands, ‘They were by this time fo near, that it required 
all his agility to efcape, which he effetted by climbing into a 
thick tree,’ being fhot at feveral times as he ran off. Fortunately, 
the Spaniards did not difcover him, though they tlayed fome 
time under the tree where he was hid, and killed fome goats 
juft by. 

In this folitude Selitiric remained uritil the 2d of Feébraary, 
1709, when he faw two fhips come into the bay, and knewthem 
to be Englith. He immediately lighted a fire as a fignal, aad, 
on their coming on fhore, found they were the Duke, Captaia 
Rogers, and the Dutchefs, Captain Courtney, two privateers 
from Briftol, He gave them the bett entertainment he could 
afford ; and, as they hadi been a long time at fea without freth 
provifions, the goats which he caught were highly acceptable, 
His habitation, confifting of two hats, one to fleep in, the other 
to drefs his food in, was fo obfcurely fituated, and fo difficult of 
accefs, that only one of the thip’s officers would: accompany him 
to it. Dampier, who was pilot on board the Duke, and knew 
Selkirk very well, informed Captain Rogers, that, when on 
board the Cinque Ports, he was the belt feaman on board shat 
veffed ; upon which Captain Rogers appointed him inaiter’s mace 
of the Duke, 

After a fortnight’s flay at Juan Fernandez, the thips pro« 
ceeded on their cruize againit the Spaniards; plundered a towa 
on the coaftiof Pera ; took a Manilla thip off California; and 
returned by way of the Eaft Indies to England, where they ar- 
rived the ift of O@ober, 1711 ; Sclkirk having been adfent 
eight years,-more than half of which time he had {pent alone 
on the ifland, 

The public curiofity being excited refpeQing him, he was ine 
duced to put bis papers into the hands of Defoe, to arraage, 
and form them into a regular narrative. ‘Thefe papers muf 
have been drawn ep after be left Juan Fernandez, as he had ne 
means of recording his traniactions there. Captaia Cooke res 
snarks, 
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marks, as an extraordinary circumftance, that he had contrived 
to keep an account of the days of the week and month ; but 
this might be done, as Defoe makes Robinfon Crufoe do, by 
cutting notches in a poft, or many other methods. From this 
account ef Selkirk, Defoe took the idea of writing a more ex- 
tenfive work, the romance of Robinfon Crufoe, and very dif- 
honeftly defrauded the original proprietor of his fhare of the 
profits. I conclude this ftory with Selkirk’s obfervation to Sir 
R, Steele, only remarking, that it is a proof how apt we mortals 
are to imagine, that happinefsis to be found in any fituation 
except in that which we happen to be. To ufe his own words, 
«* Lam now {fays he) worth 8ool. but fhall never be fo happy as 
when I was not worth a farthing.” 





ANECDOTES of the /ate Dr. JAMES NARES, 


R. JAMES NARES was born in the year1715. The 
D place of his birth, as well as that of his brother, the late 
ir. Joftice Nares*, was Stanwell, in Middlefex ; from which 
fituation the family foon after removed into Oxfordfhire. A 
cafual offer of Mr. Gates, then Mafter of the King’s Chorifters, 
determined a parent, who had no other fortune to beftow on his 
family but that of 3 ftriétly confcientious fteward, to breed his 
elder fon a mufician, in which line he ftudied firft under Mr. 
Gates in the Chapel, and afterwards under the celebrated Dr. 
Pepufch. ‘The place of organift in the cathedral at York was 
his firft preferment ; and in that fituation, after fome continuance 
in it, he married. There the prefent worthy Dean of York, 
Dr. Fountayne, became his friend and patron; by whofe inte. 
reft, in the year 1756, he was appointed to fucceed Dr. Greene 
in the places of Organift and Compofer to his Majeity ; and 
about the fame time he was honoured, by the Univerfity of 
Cambridge, with the degree of Dottor in Mufic. The refigna- 
tion of Mr. Gates, in October 1757, opened to Dr. Nares the 
place.of Mafter of the Boys alfo, in. this fituation he conti- 
nued, diftinguifhed by itriét attention to the duties of his feveral 
places, by the talents he difplayed in executing them, and by 
his various compolitions, particularly thofe for the charch, till 
July 1781, when declining health incuced him to refiga the 
care of the chorilters. In the 68th year of his age, a conttitue 
tion never ftrong finally gave way ; and he died on the yoth of 
February, 


* Sir George Nares, Kat. one of his Majefly’s Juftices in the Court 
ef Common Pleas, was born in 1716, and dicd in 3786, 
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February, 1783, regretted not only by the family which he left, 
but, in a proportionate degree, by all related to or conneéted 
with him. 

The mot firiking charaétetiftics of thig worthy man were, 4 
natural chearfulnefs of temper, an eurach and genefous zeal for 
every thing praifeworthy, with a fimilar degree of averfion and 
contempt for evety thing flagitious or bafé. The friends his 
merit acqaired, his integrity preferved; while the competence 
his abilities and diligence procured maintained his independence, 
fupported and provided for his family. In mufic, which acct- 
dent had made his profeffion, the verfatility of his genius enabled 
him to excel ; bot his paffion was for literature, in which the ree 
qaifites he poffeffed would poilibly have raifed him to a fill 
more confpicuous eminence,

Brighton, November 11, 1779. 


IT is a great pleafure to me, dear Sir, that you fhould be 
pleafed with my correfpondence ; I hope there is approbation 
mixed with a partiality which does me infinite honour. I have 
known you prejudiced in favour of people you could not quite 
approve fometimes ; but I would not have that to be my cafe.

What an artificial life one does lead ! and how fincerely one’s 
heart revolts all day long againit one’s own condaét! Mr. 
Thrale’s fitaation, perpetually in my thoughts, is a fubjeét on 
which no talk can be had even with you, yet what fignifies dif- 
fembling fo—I know bis danget.

What fhall I tell you next that is curious or entertaining, to 
keep up the liking you have to my letters; they are not. very 
admirable from their profundity ;I was, reading . the other day 
in fome book, thag Cardan was delighted in his old age to fiad 
that the letters he wrote in his youth, were abjolutely unintelli« 
gible even to himfelf, fo recondite were the fubjects. of them,

fabre, fo thathe immediately dropped : my attention being 
called away to annoy others and defend myfelf, J thought no 
more ont : but next day, when the waggons were carrying off 
the wounded, I faw Honeywood on one of them, with half a 
dozen foldiers lying a-top of him—Poor fellow, faid I to my- 
felf, thou art done for now fure enough. But what was my 
furprife when we came to Hanaa, in receiving a meffage, with 
Mr. Honeywood’s compliments, and defired I would come and 
fee his woonds dreffed. | went dire&ly—and now Bob, look 
fharp, cries the gallant creature, and thou fhalt fee my brains ; 
and Middleton the fargeon here fhall bear witnefs that I have 
fome.” 

Was not this a fine courageous fellow ? We have a lofs of 
Lord Robert ; I Joved his ftories paffionately ; and if one is to 
expe& trath and honoar at all io this world, it is from aa old 
general officer, with grey hair and cratches, who fcorned falfes 
hood in his youth, and maft abhor it in his age. 

Ican chat no more thoagh ; my fears for Mr. Thrale are 
renewed by his behaviour ; yet nothing has happened ; itis the 
general manner that alarms me. Barn allthis vagabonding 
nonfenfe, and think what fhould bedone. Nay, pray be {erious, 
I thall write you a very grave letter to-morrow: [ am athamed

Account of Mr. Ditler’s firft Exhibition of Philof:phic Fire, 

Strom inflammable dir, on the 11th of April, at the Lyceum. 

ie indefatigability and ingenuity of this philofopher has, 
by creating, in fome meafure, a new art, made an epoch 


3 D2 in 
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natural philofophy, by the invention of a fpecies of phlogifton, 
deftitute of fmell or fmoke, yet inflammable in the clofeft aparte 
went, and incapable of detenation by coming in contact with 
atmofpheric air. 

The apparatus begins and is diretedin a circular motion. 
The flame communicates to a turning fun, then to a large crofs 
of maeth of white and red fire, a fun fixed, four bouquets of 
yellow fire, five turning funs of different colours, four parafels 
of lilac flame, eight funs of two colours turning round eight 
grand bouqucts fometimes red and fometimes white ; 16 funs of 
different colours turning round, which while they move rapidly 
round their own axis, revolve round another fun like planets, 
that act as their centre. Thefe 16 funs in their revolutions 
light up eight cadrilles, each confilting of 18 flames, fome 
white, fome yellow. The next are eight grand flowers of yel- 
low flame, which united with thé former, compofe altogether a 
very large volume of fire, confilting ot 6000 flames of various 
colours, 

This wonderful exhibition is condu&ted by means of a curi- 
ovs and complicated mechanifm, a defcription of which follows ; 
there are three chells, about four feet anda half long, three 
broad, 18 inches deep ; each chelt contains 12 bladders, which 
held the gals preparatory to the exhibition, of which gafs there 
are three {pecies, one to each cheit ; each bladder is armed with a 
pipe provided with acock, which pipes, perforating the chelts, 
open into alarge horizontal pipe that eacompafics the three 
chelts, This main pipe that receives the 36 {maller pipes, and 
into it the operajor, by tarning the fmaii cocks requilite, en- 
Jarges from the bladders {uch quantities of three feveral gafles, 
and in fuch proportions as produce the figures and colours he 
withces to exbibit.— At the fame time that the bladders are eva- 
cuating by another contrivance, the operator fupplies them with 
trofh gas ialtead pf that which evacuated in the exhibition. 

The air thus conveyed into the main pipe afcends without 
jnflammatzion to the mouths of the tubes that conduét it to the 
atmo!phere air, where it immediately inflames, without f{mell, 
imoke, or detenation, producing all that we have attempted to 
cefcribe above, and much more, beyond the poffibility of de. 
fcription, 

‘The bladders that ferve as receivers for the gas are prepared 
with a particular varnifh, that renders them impermeable tq 
s .cir volatile contents, and of long duration in afe, 

The three original coloursfrom whence all thefe variegations 
are ‘piccuced, aie red, blue, and yellow. .

The fimplicity of the queftion excited 
jaughter among the troopers, and Oliver was permitted to pro- 
ceed to his camp without further moleftation.

Abfratt of Mr. Gilbert’s Bill, lately prefented to the Houfe 
“of Commons, for the better Relief and Employment of 
the Poor.

Bye-Laws, Rules, Orders, and Regulations, relative to the ine 
ternal Goyernment of the Houfe of Induftry. 


HAT the fteward and matron refide within the houfe ; 

that they be not on any occafion abfent at the fame time ; 

aud that neither of them be out later than ten o’clack at night, 
without 
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without leave from the difisiftagent, or one of the committeec- 
men. 

That in cafe the fteward or matron fhall abfent him or her- 
felf, contrary to the meaning of the above rule, the door-keeper 
is required to report the fame to the Committee at their next 
meeting, on pain of being difcharged from his place. 

That the tteward and matron fthall have a feparate table to 
themlelves. 

‘That the fleward and matron fee that all perfons employed in 
the bonfe perform their duty in ther refpeftive departments, 
and that thefe bye-laws, rules, and ordinances, be carried into 
fuil effea. 

That the fieward and matron fhall allot the quantity of pro- 
vifions for each day’s confumption, agreeable to the following 
bill of fare, Mhall fee them weighed, .and take care that the cook 
with the proper affiftants, drefs and diftribute the fame, 


BILL OF FARE. 

Sunday, for brealzfaft, broth for dinner, batcher’s meat and 
garden ftuff ; for fupper, broth. 

Monday, for breakfaft, milk porridge ; for dinner, hafty 
pudding, with butter and treacle fauce ; for fupper, mathed 
potatoes. 

Tuelday, for breakfait, milk porridge ; for dinner, ftewed 
| meag with potatoes and other garden ftuff ; for dinner, peafe 
lovp. 
Wednefday, for breakfait, milk porridge ; for dinner, bread

Tharfday, for breakfalt, broth ; for dinner, butcher’s. meat, 
and garden ftoff ; for fupper, broth,

meat, with potatoes and other garden ftuff : for fapper, broth. 

N, B.. The expence of maintaining 318 perfons in the houfe 
of induftry at Shrewfbury, under thete rules, and this bill of 
fare, amounted only to 1s. 6d. per week for each perfon. 


That the fteward fhall examine the goodnefs and price of pro- 
vifions, hall {uperintend the weighing, and compare the quanti- 
ties thereof, and all other goods whatloever, with the tradefinen’s 
bill of parcels. 

That the tteward and matron fhall take care that the larder, 
kitchen, and other places, together with the atenfils and furni- 
ture thereof, be kept {weet, clean, and decent ; that the dininge 

hall, 
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hall, tables, and feats, be cleaned immediately after each meal, 
and the feveral wards.and dormitories every morning, before or 
immediately after breakfaft, when the windows thereof fhall be 
thrown open, the doors locked, and the keys delivered to them ; 
and that the ftri€teft cleanlinefs and decency be obferved in every 
part of the Hoafe. 

That the fleward take care that grace be faid before and after 
meat ; that he read or caufe to be read, prayers every morning 
before breakfaft, and every evening before {upper ; that every 
perfon in the’ houfe, not neceflarily engaged elfewhere, beire- 
quired to. attend ;‘ahd that a lift of ableatees, if any, be laid 
before the next committee. 

That the fteward and matron -take-care that every perfon in 
the. houfe, nurfes excepted, do yo to bed, and the fire and can- 
dies be extinguifhed, at nine o’clock from the firft of May to 
the-firt of September, and at eight fiom the firft of September 
to the firft of May, 

That, to avoid infectious diftempers, the ftewards fhall not 
place any perfon in the wards, without being firft carefally ex- 
amined and wathed, and, if thought neceffary, new clothed ; 
and in this cafe, the fteward thall caulé the old cloaths to be well 
cleaned ; and, if there be any probability that {uch perfon fhail 
be. difcharged from the houfe, his or her old cloaths fhall be 
kept, in order to be re-delivered at the time of difmiffion, in 
exchange for the cloaths found by the houte. 

That the fteward fhall regalarly and diftinétly keep the fol- 
lowing accounss for the conitant infpection of the committee,viz. 

A book of affignmeats, ° 

A general order book. 

Minutes of the proceedings at the committees. 

A ledger, No. I. containing accoants with the debtors and 
creditors of the Houfe. 

A book of receipts and difburfements. 

Ditto, abftra&ted under various heads, 

A weekly ablira&t of the cath accounts. 

A ftate of the year’s account, to the lait day of September in 
each year. 

A lift of the inepoor, with their ages, time of admittance and 
difcharge, &c, and occafional remarks, 

A ledger, No, 2, containing accounts refpefting the manu- 
factory. 

A late cloathing book, with an alphabetical lift of the per- 
fons to whom cloaths are diltributed ; columas for the various 
articles; the time when given, and the value thereof. 

A women’s ditto. 

The 
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The account of each piece of flannel, or other goods, manus 
fa€tured, the number of yards, prime coft, and value, &c. &c. 

That the fleward fhall deliver in to the committee, a lift of all 
the poor received into, or difcharged from, the houfe, every 
week. 

That no bill, above the fum of five fhillings, be difcharged, 
till it hath been laid before the committee, and an order made by 
them for the payment thereof, 

That the matron do diftribute fuch milk, pearl barley, rice, or 
other neceflaries, to the young children and the fick, as the phy- 
ficians or apothecary hall direct ir a book of diet, to be lodged 
in the hands of the matron for that purpofe. 

That the wards or dormitories be fapplied with clean fheets 
once a month, or oftener if neceflary ; and the poor with clean 
linen once a week. 

That the matron deliver to the laundrefs an inventory of the 
articles to be wafhed, by which inventory the fame fhall be com- 
pared when returned from the wafhing ; and if any lofs or defi- 
ciency fhall happen, the fhall report the fame to the next come 
mittee. 

That the matron fhall take care that fuch girls as are of pro- 
per age be by rotation employed and inftrafted, as much as may 
be, in cookery, houfewifery, wafhing, fcouring, and fuch other 
work as may beft qualify them for fervice, 

That the matron recommend proper nurfes to the committee, 
by which they are to be appointed. 

That the nurfes caufe all children under their care to have 
their hands and faces wafhed, and their hair combed, every 
morning, before the hour appointed for beginaing to work, 

-That the nurfes give immediate information of the death of 
any perfon under their care to the Steward, who fhall caufe the 
corple to be conveyed, in due time, to the place appointed for 
that porpofe, and fhall provide a coffin and jerfey for the funeral; 
that they alfo deliver to the fteward, all the cloaths, money, or 
goods, belonging to the perfon deceafed, an inventory whereof 

he fhall lay before the next weekly committee. 

That the poor fhal! breakfaft, dine, and {up together, in the 
dining-hall, except fuch only as by age and iofirmities are ren- 
dered unable or improper objects to attend in that place, of 
whom proper care muft be taken in /eparate apartments. 

That the poor be called up by the ring of a bell, and fet to 
work, a3 their feveral abilities will permit, from fix o’clock in 
the morning uill fix in the evening, from the firft of March to 
the middle of October ; and trom feven in the morning till 
fuch 
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fuch hour at night as the committee may appoint, from the 
middle of Oétober to the firft of March ; being allowed half 
an hoor at breakfaft, and an hour at dinner: that, neverthelefs, 
they fhall not work on Sundays, Saturday afternoons from three 
o'clock, Good Friday, Chriftmas-day, and the two following 
—_ and Monday and Tuefday in the Eafter and Whitfun 
Weeks. 

That, in otder to excite the poor to induftry, they fhall be re« 
warded with one fixth part of their week’s work, except in cafes 
of mifcondutt, to be paid to them weekly, monthly, or quarterly, 
as the committee thall appoint, having regard to the age, cir 
comftances, and fituation, of the perfons who may be entitled 
to receive the fame. 

That a fele& committee, of three or more, be appointed for 
the management of the manufactory, who fhall report their pros 
ceedings to the committee meeting every fortnight ; and that, 
without the orders of two members of that committee, no goods, 
manufactured or unmanufaétured, be bought or fold. 

That the fteward, with the approbation of the diltri& agent, 
fhall diftribute fuch wearing apparel as may be judged neeeffary 
to be given to the poor. 

That the linen, weating apparel, and bed cloaths, be mended, 
under the direétion of the matton, by fuch of the poor as are 
capable of fo doing. 

That the houfe barber, or bakers, fhall fhave the poor men at 
Jeaft once every week, and cut the children’s hair as often as 
neceflary. 

That no perfon be admitted to fee any of the poor within 
the houfe but by leave of the fteward, or, in his abfence, of 
the matron ; nor any of the poor be allowed to go out without 
the permiffion of the fteward, who thall limit the time of their 
return: The fteward to lay before the weekly court a lil of 
thofe who have had leave of abfence during the preceding 
week, 

That the porter fhall carefully keep the doors and gates, and 
fhall not fuffer any perfon to pafs in cr out without ptoper per- 
miffion, nor allow {trong fpirituous liquors to be brought in, 
unlefs prefcribed by the phyfician or apothecary ; and that he 
Jock the doors and gates, and deliver the keys to the fteward, 
or, in his abfence, to the matron, immediately after the hour of 
going to bed. 

That oneor more f{chool mafters and miftreffes be appointed, 
who fhall keep the children in good order, and inftruct them 
in reading, and in other ofeful branches; fuck as are not em- 
ployed in the manufactory, or work of the Houle, to be taught 

Vou. XI, 277. 3 E frum 
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from eight to eleven in the morning, and from one to four in the 
afternoon ; and foch as are fo employed, at thofe hours in which 
they can be beit {pared from their work. 

Thatif any officer, nurle, or fervant of the Houfe receive any 
fee or gratuity from any tradefman, or from the poor or their 
friends, they be immediately difcharged from their employ- 
ments; and if any tradefman hall be known to beftow any fee 
cr gratuity on any officer or fervant of the Houfe, he fhall be 
deemed incapable of ferving the faid Houfe in future, 

That an inventory and appraifement of all the fixtores, fur- 
niture, working implements, and goods, manufactured, and un- 
menufatured, be laid before the committee, at their laft meet. 
ing in September in each year, by the fteward, in which ‘hall be 
particularly fpecified fuch new furniture or implemencs as have 
been purchafed within the year; and that a clear ftate of the 
year’s account be then made out by him. 

That as the perfonal comfort of the poor, the inftructions and 
morals of the younger part of them, their attention to labour, 
and the economical management of the Houfe, depend much 
vpon a conftant and vigilant infpection into its interior concerns, 
there fhall be always three or more of the committee appointed 
as a viliting committee, each to aét a fortnight, and then to be 
fucceeded by others in rotation ; but that no new Committec- 
men may, from want of experience, be at a lofs how to execute 
the office of a vifitor, at the end of every weck one of them to 
go ovt, and another be aflociated with the remaining vifitor ape 
pointed the week before, by whoin he will be attended the week 
enfuing. 

That the vificing committee daily, or as often as poffiible, at- 
tend the Houle: See that the poor, particularly the fick, be 
taken care of, and regularly attended by the apothecary and 
nurfes; That all infectious perfons be removed to the apart. 
ments appointed for their reception : That the fchoo! matters 
and miitrefles do their duty : ‘That the working poor be dili- 
gent in their refpe€tive employments: That the houfe be kept 
clean, the windows of the dormitoiies be kept open in the day- 
time, and the doorsof thefe rooms bé locked ; That they com- 
pare the flour fent in with the famples ; examine the bread, beer, 
aud other provifions ; enquire into the complaiats anc offences ot 
the poor 3 and enter into a book, kept tor that purpoie, what- 
ever obfervations flrike them as material, 

That the chaplain of the houfe read prayers and preach a 
fermon to the poor every Sunday afternoon ; adminiller the fa- 
crament every fit Sunday in Jaouary and July; dhali catechife

the children once a month ¢ vifit fuch of the fick as fhould de- 
fireit ; and perform the other daties of his funtion. 

That for the more effectually maintaining perfe%t order and 
government in the houfe, if any perfon fhould profanely curfe or 
f{wear, or appear to be in liquor, he hall be immediately con- 
fined in the ftocks, by order of any of the vifiting committee 
or fteward, for any time not excceding four hours; or if any 
perfons, having permiffion to go out of the houfe, fhall not re- 
turn within the time allowed, or return drunk or diforderly, or 
fhall be otherwife refraftory or difobedient to the reafonable 
orders of the fteward or matron, or if they fhall pretend ficknefs, 
or make any falfe excufe, in order to avoid working, or if they 
fhall wilfully deftroy or fpoil any materials or implements, or if 
they thall be guiley of difhoneft prattices, breach of truft, lewd, 
indecent, immoral, or diforderly behaviour, or of any other 
mifchief or tranfgreflion, repugnant to the peace and well-being 
of the houfe, they thall be admonifhed or confined, according to 
the magnitude of their offences, at the difcretion of the vifiting 
committee or fteward, and the cafe to be reported at the next 
committee, when the offender, upon conviction, fhall be fen- 
tenced to fuffer fuch corporal punifhment, confinement, tafk 
work, diftinction of drefs, abatement in diet, or lofs of gratuity, 
as the committee fhall jadge proper, agreeable to the powers 
vefted in them by the act. 

That thefe bye-laws, rules and ordinances, be read once a 
year, at a general mecting, to be holden the laft Twelday ia 
September, 

*.* The above bill, of which we have now conclded the ab- 
ftract, met with fo little encouragement from the Houfe of Com. 
mons, that on the day appointed for its fecond reading it was 
rejected by a majority of more than four to one, there appearing 
only 10 for it, and 48 againft it. On this occafion the general 
fentiments of the Eloufe appeared to have been given by Wil- 
liam Young, Efq. Member for St. Maw’s, in Cornwall, who 
obferved, that this bill, if paffed into a law, would degrade the 
juftices of peace to a very fubordinate and contemptible ftation, 
and create a body of commiflioners with a very ill defined, and 
therefore dangerous authority. The confequence of this would 
be, that gentlemen of character and independent fortune would 
not act as juftices, and the whole police of this kingdom 
would fall into the hands of trading juftices, It would alio be 
attended with an enormous expence, that would create a new 
fpecies of national debt, by mortgaging the whole poor rates of 
the kingdom fos four years.
